As ſoon as the News came to Paris tha 
| ſhe was landed at Breſt in Bretagne, the Queen 
Regent ſent two Lords of the Court to meer 
and conduct her, in a Manner ſuitable to ſo 
great a Princeſs her Relation.

The Term of two Months, which he had 
preſcribed to Dragut for his Return, and for

his Oath to ſacrifice all three, though it was 
never ſo much againſt his Grain; and thought 


this wou'd be a ſufficient Plea. to ſecure him 
againſt the Reproaches of the Sultan and the 
Dey, but really Love it ſelf was the Author 
of the Pretence. Ir ſtill wanted one Day of 


the Term's being expired; Amurath affected 
to be ſcrupulous of violating his Oath for fo
